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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-11 are pending in the application. 

This action is in response to applicants' amendment dated August 3, 2009. 
Claim 1 has have been amended and claims 10 and 1 1 are newly added. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments filed August 3, 2009 have been fully considered with the 
following effect: 

1 . The applicants' amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph rejection labeled paragraph 1) in the last office action, 
which is hereby withdrawn. 

2. The applicants' amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. § 103, obviousness rejection labeled paragraph 2) in the last office action, which 
is hereby withdrawn. 

In view of the amendment dated August 3, 2009, the following new grounds of 
rejection and/or reinstated rejections apply: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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3. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Parenky 
et al., U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2007/0032647. Parenky teaches the 
process of preparing oxcarbazepine of formula (I) which comprises reacting in a 
chlorocarbonylation reaction the compound 10-methoxyiminostilbene of formula (II) with 
bis-(trichloromethyl) carbonate (triphosgene) in the presence of a base, to give the 
compound 10-methoxy-5H-dibenz[b,f]azepine-5-carbonyl chloride of formula (III) and 
further comprising ammonolysis of the compound of formula (III) to give the compound 
10-methoxy-5H-dibenz[b,f]azepine-5-carboxamide of formula (IV) and deprotecting the 
compound of formula IV by acid hydrolysis to give oxcarbazepine of formula (I).
